It will be seen by looking at the summary that the total 
amount available was $24,731.31, and the total amount ex- 
pended $25,281.65, showing that the entire department has ex- 
ceeded the appropriations by $550.34. In detail the accounts 
show that the $1,541.52 charged as betterments on Union 
street stands as a credit on the General Repairs account, but 
was used, with the exception of the amount paid out as grade 
damages on Union street, in the building of Freedom, Wil- 
liam, and the cross streets. This was understood when the 
appropriations were made. 

In rebuilding Freedom, William, and the cross streets, the 
entire amount available was used, but in the process of re- 
building these streets substantial improvements were made in 
other places. It is estimated that $1,200 worth of filling has 
been put on Dutcher street extension, and one hundred dollars’ 
worth on Hopedale street, both very much needed improve- 
ments. The stone crusher has been thoroughly repaired, and 
a screen attached:at an expense of about $400. <A large item 
was the granite curbing on the cross streets. The specifica- 
tions called for cobble and the estimate made on that basis; it 
was decided later to use granite, and the difference in ‘cost 
amounted to about $1400. 
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For watering streets an appropriation of $1000 was made. 
When this amount was asked for, the intention, was to con- 
tract with some one for the season, the contractor to furnish 
everything but water; this could have been done for about that 
amount. It was found that if this plan was adopted it would 
cost in 1894, if the route was extended to cover the new 
streets, about $1500. It was then decided that it would be 
wiser for the town to buy a watering cart and arrange the 
water supply so as to waste as little time as possible traveling 
with an empty cart; in this way it is expected $700 will do as 
much as $1500 would by the other method. Thecart and stand- 
pipes cost $979.84, and it is probable that two-thirds of this 
will be saved the coming year. 

For General Repairs $3000 was appropriated, and, outside 
of grade damage on Union street, which the betterments are in- 
tended to take care of, $3,281.08 was expended. About $500 
was used in putting up guard-rails at all places considered 
dangerous, and in replanking bridges. We believe there are 
now no places along the highways where an accident can hap- 
pen if ordinary care is exercised. 

There are liabilities, in the form of unpaid grade and land 
damages, amounting to $409.20; this will be due in 1894, and 
about $3000 will be due the Town as betterments. 

We recommend that the Town appropriate as follows for

As shown by the preceding statement, the orders drawn 
on the Town. Treasurer are in excess of the amount appropri- 
ated by the Town; the detailed list of expenses will show in 
what directions the money has been used. The bills against 
this department, as far as known, are all settled to Jan. 1, 
1894. The appropriation of $400 for the South Hopedale 
building is not considered as a separate item on the expense 
side, as the cost of the work was expected to be and proved in 
excess of this appropriation, and we have therefore placed it 
under the head of repairs, with the exception of one item which 
shows under improvements. This building is now in first-class 
condition, with plenty of room for fuel, supplies and apparatus. 
A fence has been built to include the land given to the Town 
in 1892 by Mr. Samuel Gaskill, and the wall on the north side 
of the premises has been put in good condition. Under our 
arrangement with Mr. Gaskill, the Town is to furnish the divi- 
sion fence and keep it in repair. 

As anticipated in the report of 1892, the expenses for text- 
books and fuel are considerably larger than the previous year ; 
more fuel has been consumed on account of the severity of the 
weather, and it has cost more per ton. Many text-books have 
been furnished to replace others which were completely worn 
out and unsuitable for use, and this process will need to be 
continued to a considerable extent the coming year. Many of 
our books have been in use considerably longer than the esti- 
mated life of a school book by superintendents where the plan 
has been in operation for a long time, and we do not feel, 
therefore, that the extra expense is due to carelessness on the 
part of teachers or pupils. Much to our surprise a few addi- 
tional desks have been required, notwithstanding the general 
dull times in the business world. | 
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As usual, we are obliged to report the loss of experienced 
teachers. Miss Holbrook and Miss Walker resigned at the end 
of the spring term. They had both been with us for a long 
time, and their loss was regretted by all. Miss Carter was 
transferred to the room formerly taught by Miss Holbrook, and 
Miss McMaster to the lower primary room. Miss Antoinette 
F. Batchelor of Upton was elected to the third and fourth 
grades, and Miss Clara L. Thayer of South Milford to the 
South Hopedale school. As far as the committee can judge, 
the schools are all now in successful operation. The frequent 
changes of teachers, while apparently unavoidable, is a very se- 
rious disadvantage to our schools, but as long as other 
places are ready and willing to pay higher salaries, we have no 
doubt we shall have our share of changes. 

There has been an improvement in the per cent of attend- 
ance during the past year, no room now showing less. than 91 
per cent. The basis for figuring the number of pupils belong- 
ing and attendance is the same that has been adopted by many 
places, namely, to count all cases of absence of less than five 
consecutive days, and to call children absent for five or more 
consecutive days not members of the school for that particular 
time. While this and similar plans were probably adopted for 
the sake of improving the general appearance of reports, so 
long as the basis one year is the same as another there is per- 
haps no objection to it, and the reports of this town have all 
been computed as above stated. 

In regard to tardiness, we feel that both teachers and pu- 
pils deserve great praise for the improvement shown over 1892. 
The number of cases has been reduced from 246 to 124. While 
_ we hope to do still better in 1894, we feel that this result is re- 
markably good. There has also been a great improvement in 
regard to truancy, there having been no case for the year, and 
but one case of corporal punishment. While this is still al- 
lowed as a last resort in extreme cases, the committee discour- 
age its use, and in the long run feel that the result is more sat- 
isfactory without than with this means of correction. Owing 
to the removal of several large families, the total number of 
children between 5 and 15 was less on May 1, 1893 than on 
May 1, 1892. There has not been, however, an appreciable 
falling off in the number of children in our schools, the aver- 
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age number belonging being practically the same, and in fact, 
showing a slight increase over 1892. 

The graduating exercises of the senior class of the High 
School were held in the Town Hall, the seating capacity of 
the building being insufficient to provide for the large number 
of people brought together on this occasion. Rev. George 8. 
Ball of Upton, Mass., presented the diplomas to the gradu- 
ates, and in connection therewith gave a brief and interesting 
address to those present. In view of the small number of 
graduates in any given year, the entire school is obliged to par- 
ticipate on these occasions, and in this way more general in- 
terest on the part of the school and village is manifested. Our 
High School shows a large percentage of pupils to the total 
number of children of school age, and may no longer be regard- 
ed as an experiment. The disadvantages of its small numbers 
are, in the judgment of the committee, fully offset by the advan- 
tage of individual attention given by the teachers. 

The school has been presented with a picture of Stratford 
by Gertrude C. Young, Bessie T. Roper and Charles A. Bur- 
gess, and a bust of Shakespeare by the class of 1892; additions 
to the collection of minerals have been made by Messrs. George 
EK. Stimpson and F. J. Dutcher; also samples of emery and co- 
rundum by the Norton Emery Wheel Co. of Worcester, Mass. 

Attention is called to certain laws in regard to contagious 
diseases, ete :— 

Every person having under his control a child between 
the ages of eight and fourteen years, shall annually cause such 
child to attend some public day school in the city or town in 
which he resides, and such attendance shall continue for at 
least thirty weeks of the school year if the schools are kept 
open that length of time, with an allowance of two weeks’ time 
for absences not excused by the superintendent of schools or 
the school committee, and for every neglect of such duty the 
person offending shall, upon the complaint of a school commit- 
tee or any truant officer, forfeit to the use of the public schools 
of such city or town, a sum not exceeding twenty dollars; but 
if such child has attended for a like period of time a private 
day school approved by the school committee of such city or 
town, or if such child has been otherwise instructed for a like 
period of time in the branches of learning required by law to 
be taught in the public schools, or has already acquired the 
branches of learning required by law to be taught in the pub- 
lic schools, or if his physical or mental condition is such as to 
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render such attendance inexpedient or impracticable, such pen- 
alty shall not be incurred. 


The school committee shall not allow a child who has not 
been duly vaccinated to be admitted to or connected with the 
public schools. 


Chapter 198 of the Acts of 1885 provides that the school 
committees shall not allow any pupil to attend the public 
schools while any member of the household to which such pu- 
pil belongs is sick of small-pox, diphtheria or scarlet fever, or 
during a period of two weeks after the death, recovery or re- 
moval of such sick person; and any pupil coming from such 
household shall be required to present to the teacher of the 
school the pupil desires to attend, a certificate from the attend- 
ing physician or board of health, of the facts necessary to enti- 
tle him to admission, in accordance with the above regulation. 


No child under thirteen years of age shall be employed at 
any time in any factory, workshop or mercantile establishment. 
No such child shall be employed in any indoor work, performed 
for wages or other compensation, to whomsoever payable, dur- 
ing the hours when the public schools of the city or town in 
which he resides, are in session, or shall be employed in any 
manner during such hours, unless during the year next preced- 
ing such employment he has attended school for at least 
twenty weeks, as required by law. 


No child under fourteen years of age shall be employed in 
any manner before the hour of six o’clock in the morning or 
after the hour of seven o’clock in the evening. No _ such 
child shall be employed in any factory, workshop or mercantile 
establishment, except during the vacation of the public schools 
in the city or town where he resides, unless the person or cor- 
poration employing him procures and keeps on file a certificate 
and employment ticket for such child as prescribed by section 
four of this act, and no such child shall be employed in any in- 
door work, performed for wages or other compensation, to 
whomsoever payable, during the hours when the public schools 
of such city or town are in session, unless as aforesaid, or shall . 
be employed in any manner during such hours unless during 
the year next preceding such employment he has attended 
school for at least twenty weeks as required by law; and such 
employment shall not continue in any case beyond the time 
when such certificate expires. The chief of the district police, 
with the approval of the governor, shall have authority to des- 
ignate any kind or kinds of employment in factories, work- 
shops or mercantile establishments as injurious to the health 
of children under fourteen years of age employed therein, and 
after one week’s written notice from the said chief to the em- 
ployer or his superintendent, overseer or other agent of such 
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designation, no such child shall be employed in any such kind or 
kinds of employment in any factory, workshop or mercantile 
establishment. 

No child under sixteen years of age shall be employed in 
any factory, workshop or mercantile establishment unless the 
person or corporation employing him procures and keeps on 
file the certificate required in the case of such child, and also 
keeps on file a full and complete list of such children employed 
therein. 

Every parent or guardian of a child under fourteen years 
of age who permits any employment of such child contrary to 
the provisions of this act, and every owner, superintendent or 
overseer of any factory, workshop or mercantile establishment 
who employs or permits to be employed therein any child con- 
trary to the provisions of this act, and any other person who 
employs any child contrary to the provisions of this act shall, 
for every such offence, forfeit not less than twenty nor more 
than fifty dollars for the use of the public schools of the city or 
town. Every parent, guardian, or person authorized to sign 
the certificate prescribed by section four of this act, who certi- 
fies to any materially false statement therein, shall be punished 
by fine not exceeding fifty dollars, or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding thirty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


A failure to produce to a truant officer or inspector of fac- 
tories the certificate required by the provisions of this act shall 
be prima facie evidence of the illegal employment of the child 
whose certificate is not produced. 


Every owner, superintendent or overseer in any such estab- 
lishment, who employs, or permits to be employed therein, a 
child under fourteen years of age who cannot read and write, 
while the public schools in the city or town where such child 
lives are in session, and every parent or guardian who permits 
such employment, shall, for every such offence, forfeit not less 
than twenty nor more than fifty dollars for the use of the pub- 
lic schools of such city or town. 


Whoever wilfully and maliciously or wantonly and with- 
out cause destroys, defaces, mars or injures a schoolhouse, church 
or other building erected or used tor purposes of education or 
religious instruction, or for the general diffusion of knowledge, 
or an outbuilding, fence, well or appurtenance of such school- 
house, church or other building, or furniture, apparatus or 
other property belonging to, or connected with such school- — 
house, church or other building, shall be punished by fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in Le jail 
not exceeding one year. 


Chapter III. of the Acts of 1890 provides that in all the 
public schools of the Commonwealth the last regular session 
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prior to Memorial Day, or a portion thereof, shall be devoted to 
exercises of a patriotic nature. 


The regulation of the committee relative to the admission 
of children who have not before attended school, provides that 
such scholars are received only during the first two weeks of 
the Spring and Fall terms, at which time new classes are 
formed. Other children may be admitted at any time upon 
application to the committee. 


Again we have been obliged to make changes in our jani- 
tors. The care of our school buildings involves, during most 
of the year, a large amount of work; more than would be sup- 
posed by one not familiar with the requirements. To properly 
clean the buildings, attend to the fires, shovel paths, and per- 
form the various duties required is really all that one man 
could do during the winter, and if it was so arranged that a 
man’s services would be available, it would remove a large 
amount of the trouble and annoyance experienced in heating 
the buildings and routine work. 


The present signal for no school is struck upon the fire 
alarm bell, and is four strokes repeated four times; at 7.30 it 
indicates no school in the morning for the High School and 
lower grades; at 8.15, no school in grades below the High; at 
11.30, no school in the afternoon. 


Owing to improvements made on Freedom and Chapel 
streets under the direction of the board of Highway Survey- 
ors, a radical change in grades involved a considerable ex- 
pense. On Chapel street the sidewalk has been completed, the 
ledge blown out where it interfered with the sidewalk, and a’ 
bank wall laid on the street line. On Freedom street the road 
was cut down, involving a change in grade for several rods on 
the part of the yard adjoining. All the direct charges on this 
have been paid by the Highway Department, and the expense 
will appear on their report. In connection with this there 
was some incidental expense in changing the yard to meet the 
new grades, and change in the concrete walks on the premises, 
which show in the school report in the proper place. We de- 
sire to express our thanks for the prompt attention given the 
sidewalks after heavy snow storms, by the Highway Depart- 

ment, and to this is due in some measure the excellent results

shown in the school attendance. During the coming year the 
largest item of repairs needed is the painting of the High 
School building. There will probably be the usual amount of 
smaller repairs, which are unavoidable. 


In connection with our recommendation for the appropri- 
ation for 1894 we wish to call attention of the voters to Chap- 
ter 431 of the acts of 1888, as amended by the acts of 1898. 
Under this provision any two or more towns having not more 
than 50 nor less than 25 schools in the aggregate, and the 
valuation of each of which does not exceed $2,500,000, may by 
vote of the several towns unite for the purpose of employing a 
superintendent of schools. In case such a union is effected 
and an appropriation of not less than $750 is made by the 
towns jointly for the salary of the superintendent of schools, 
and a statement to this effect is made to the State Auditor that 
the union has been made and the amount appropriated as 
above, and that the superintendent has been employed for one 
year, a warrant is drawn by the Treasurer of the Common- 
wealth for the payment of $1,250, $750 of which are directly 
applicable to the payment of the salary of the superintendent, 
and the remaining $500 shall be paid for the salaries of teach- 
ers employed in the public schools within the district. In 
other words, the district is to pay the superintendent not less 
than $1,500, and when the provisions of the law are properly 
complied with, the State pays the district $1,250, leaving the 
net amount expended practically but $250. 


This law has been in operation for several years, and ad- 
ditional districts are being formed every season, and addi- 
tional money being paid by the Commonwealth for this pur- 
pose. The committee feel that the time has arrived for Hope- 
dale to take action in this matter, and that under the existing 
conditions the actual expense when the system should be in 
operation will be little if any more than at present. Hopedale 
is assisting indirectly in supporting the supervision of all these 
schools in other places, and it seems no more than right to 
have a share of this money when it can be so easily obtained. 

We understand that a union can probably be effected 
with two of our adjoining towns, and have requested the 
Selectmen to insert an article in the warrant under which the 
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necessary action can be taken by the town at the coming 
town meeting. 

We recommend for the coming year an appropriation of 
$5,600, to cover all expenses.

FIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 


Trustees of the Hopedale Public Library. 


This report covers the year 1893. The prosperity and 
usefulness of the Library have continued through this year; and 
also show a marked increase over last year, both in card- 
holders, and volumes taken out. The reading-room has also 
been very liberally patronized, the number of visitors exceed- 
ing more than two thousand, that of 1892. The scholars from 
the different grades, especially the High School, have found 
the reading-room and reference books to be had there of great 
service to them, as their constant visits will attest. The Trus- 
tees have endeavored to be of assistance to them whenever 
they have seen an opportunity. The constant reference, both 
of the scholars and general readers, to bound volumes of the 
different magazines, shows that their value cannot be overesti- 
mated. 

A few valuable reference books have been added this year, 
the principal ones being seven volumes of the new revised 
edition of the Iconographic Cyclopedia. There are to be 
fifteen volumes when complete, issued at the rate of about two 
volumes a year, each volume, however, being complete in 
itself; so that as far as it is now issued the subjects are fin- 


ished, each volume, or part, being entirely devoted to one sub- 


ject. 

The principal additions in the direction of works of fic- 
tion have been to complete the works of many authors, which 
in the first two years of the Library’s existence had been 
bought only in part. 

The Trustees ‘have had Mrs. T. E. Babcock prepare during 
the year a manuscript copy of a catalogue, of which there 
seemed to be a need; but owing to the depression of business 
and need of economy, they do not think best to ask the Town 
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to print it the coming year. So far as it is completed it will 
be all right at any time by making such additions as shall be 
made to the Library during that time. 

Some new shelf room has been added during the year, and 
the inside wood-work newly finished. Additional shelf room 
will be needed the coming year, but the expense will not be 
very great. 

The item of binding has been larger this year than last, 
owing, in part, to books becoming worn; and also some addi- 
tions to the magazines, and other periodicals which it seemed 
best to preserve for ready use in the future as bound volumes. 
We have collected and had bound for the use of the Library 
and various boards of Town Officers, the first seven Annual 
Reports; thereby preserving them in a manner ready for use, 
and also providing against any being lost. 

The Trustees take this public manner of thanking Miss 
Bailey and Mrs. Timothy Osgood for their faithfulness both to 
the Library patrons and the Trustees. 

One member of the Board will have to be elected at the 
coming March meeting, as the term of the Chairman, Mr. 
Irving Ross, expires at that time. 

We recommend the same appropriation of $1000, and the 
proceeds of the dog tax for the coming year. The value of the 
Library is $6000. 

The foregoing, together with the following financial and 
other reports, we respectfully submit as our report for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1898.
